Death Sentence 


CHICAGO. May 20.—Johnnn 
Hoch, 


who by his own confession Is n palygn- 
mlst, and who Is charged hy the police 
with having married at least 40 wo- 
men In the la?t 15 years, yesterday was 
found guilty by n Jury of murderliiK 
the next to his last wife. Marie \VeU-k- 
er Hoch. The 
death 
sentence 
was 


recommended'by the jury. 


Hoch had 
been 
married 
to Mrs. 


Welcker only a short time, when she 
•became suddenly ill and 
died. 
He 


then married the sister of the ilciul, 
woman, and xcciirlnR Ihe sister's mon- 
ey fled from Chicngo. 


This Mrs. Hoch told the police that 


Hoch hart poisoned her sister, and'.1 
search for Hoch was begun. He was 
found two weeks later in New York 
and brought to Chicago and confronted 
by several alleged wives. 
^ 


During the trial expert testimony 


was offered by the state that Hoch had 
poisoned the woman by administering 
arsenic. 


yesterday's verdict was reached In 


less than half nn hour. Three ballots 
were taken. The first ballot was. unan- 
imous ns to Hoch's guilt, and then a 
ballot followed us to the punishment to 
be Inflicted. This ballot showed 10 In 
favor of the death penalty And two for 
life Imprisonment. A third ballet re- 
sulted In the 12 jurymen voting for 
the death penalty. 


"Well, 1 guess it's all off with John," 


groaned Hoch. as the verdict was read 
in court. 


He was greatly affected. 
He had Fat 


In n stooping position, but when the 
word "death" was read ,he turned pale, 
stared hopelessly at the Jurors, and 
then sank limp In his chulr. 


Hoeh'H attorneys w-lll ask for a now 


trial, although tiie eondemned man de- 
clared he was ready to die. and would 
be better satislled If they did not make 
an effort to save him. 


"I wish they would hong me tonight, 


now that 1 have heen found guilty," 
declared Hoch. "I urn not afraid to 
die. and thu sopncr It Is over with the 
better." 


Iloch expressed surprise at the find- 


ing of the jury, and declared that the 
Jurors did not take time to consider 
Ihe evldcnee. 


"The evidence was ail 
circumstan- 


tial." he said, "and my 
life 
was 


'guessed* axvay hy the jury, which did 
not give sufficient consideration to the 
testimony offered." 


Hoch denied positively that he had 


murdered a number of wives, as has 
been alleged, and displayed bitterness 
In speaking of the matter. 


Hoch said he preferred .the 
death 


penalty to life Impiisomnent. nnd then 
commenced to whistle a lively nlr ns 
he returned to his cell.

It Is .sending out a iol 
of literature showing th.- natural productions, the fertility of the poll and its 
adaptability to the growth of cotton. Two things 
nre needed to 
develop 


this territory—capital nnu labor. 


A special report upon the cotton growing 
qualities 
of this 
territory 


claims that.the land Is suitable, the only drawback being that Europeans 
cannot stand the heat of the «un In the cultivation of cotton. Colored la- 
bor Is barred by law so that there Is little prospect of that territory becom- 
ing a large cotton Held under present conditions. 


The present population consists of 500 Europeans. 
2.700 Asiatics and a 


considerable number of aborigines. What the Australian colonies 
want Is 


cheap labor. 
Negrots or coolies from India would be well suited for the cot- 


ton fields, but no move has yet been made to introduce them. 


An Impression seems to prevail that If negroes from tho southern Mates of 


America could be Induced to po there they would make a fortune In ihe cot- 
ton fields. 
Indians arc imported to FIJI al ?75 each under a live-year in- 


denture nt the expiration of which they nre free to go back to India If they so 
desire. 
The great industry In which the FIJIans arc engaged Is the pearl 


fisheries at which 52.000 coolk-s nre employed. 


There Is an agitation in AuntrallK for some such arrangement for bring- 


ing In Indian laborers who arc natural cotton growers. 
, 


There Is no doubt that If Knglnnd sees an opportunity of raising cotton 


on a large scale.In the northern territory she will take steps to supply the 
capital and the labor necessary. 
She Is searching her colonies at tho pres- 


ent time for land that will produce cotton profitably but so far she has had 
but little success. The recent high price of cotton has caused 
her to look 


eastward for cotton fields. 
/ 


Within the cotton belt of the world, the United States leads, there Is some 


territory on tlic cast coast of Brazil and the wesl of Peru that grows cotto 
with success. 
' 
In Africa, France has a large area In west Africa, Germany n smaller 


urea In east Africa, while England iii experimenting with Ihe crop In south 
Africa, In British Bant Africa, In Nigeria. Sierra Leone and Gambia. In 
Asia, Persia and eastern China and to a much greater extent India, produce 
cotton while Knglnnd Is experimenting with the crop In north and 'went 
Australia. The fact IF, however, that with the exception of India, Knglam 
has-no real cotton Held within her entire- possession!.

It may give American women today 


sonR'thlng to think of to recall to them 
a little concerning one of the noble.st of 
their ycx and country. Priceless as 
were her services during four of the 
most critical yearn of this republic's 
history, Mother ttlckcrdykc's biography 
is not found In any of the encyclope- 
dias. 


She was born near Mount Vernon. O., 


,In 1817. Very young she married and 
went to Illinois. Her husband died and 
left, her with little children to roar. 
She was living In Galf.«burg at the out- 
break,of the war in 1SG1. Sho at once 
began to aid In the collection of deli- 
cacies and articles useful for wick and 
wounded soldiers. She went to Cairo 
with a train load of these supplies, Sho 
was drawn steadily forward by her ex- 
ecutive ability no lo«s than by her 
sympathy till she found herself as- 
algned as a war nurse. With tho army 
at the battle ol Fort Donelpon she. saw 
how far Hhort of the n«ed army hospi- 
tal accommodations were. She hurried 
north, awakened the sympathies of the 
people, for the soldiers and collected 
and poured southward .supplies that 
could not he had among army stores. 


There was lack of fresh eggs and 


milk for the slfck soldiers. Mother Blck- 
erdykt filled the need "by gathering 
over 100 cow.s-and more than 1,000 hens

CHICAGO. May 20.—Johann 
Hoch, 


ivho by his own confession Is a palyga- 
inlst. and who is charged by the police 
with having married at least 40 wo- 
men In the last 15 years, yestcrdoy was 
found RUllty by a Jury ot murdering 
the next to his last wife, Mnrlo Welck- 
er Hoch. , The 
death 
sentence 
was 


recommended hy the jury. 


Hoch had 
been married 
to 
Mrs. 


Welcker only u short time, when sdic 
became suddenly ill nnd 
died. 
He 


then married tho sister of 
the dead 


woman, and securing the sister's mon- 
ey fled from Chicago. 


This Mrs. Hoch told the police that 


Hoch had poisoned her sister, and a 
search for Hoch wag begun. He was 
found two weeks later In New York 
and brought to Chicago nnd confronted 
by several alleged wives. 


During the trial expert testimony 


was offered by the state that Hoch had 
poisoned tho woman by administering 
nrsenlc. 


Yesterday's verdict was reached in 


less than half an hour. Three ballots 
were taken. The first ballot was unan- 
imous as to Hoch's guilt, nnd then a 
ballot followed as to the punishment to 
be Inflicted. This ballot showed 10 In 
favor of the death penalty nnd two for 
life Imprisonment. A third ballot re- 
sulted In the 12 Jurymen voting for 
the death penalty. 


"Well. I guess It's all off with John." 


groaned Hoch, as the verdict was read 
In court. 


lie was greatly affected. He had sat 


In a stooping position, Imt when the 
word "death" was rend ,hc turned pule, 
stared hopelessly at the Jurors, and 
then sank limp. In his chair. 


Hoch's attorneys will nsk for a new- 


trial, although the condemned man de- 
clared he WQM ready to die. and would 
be better satisfied If they did not make 
an effort to save him. 
' 


"I wish they would hang me tonight, 


now that 1 have been found guilty," 
declared Hoch. "I am not afraid to 
die. nnd the sooner it is over with the 
better." 


Hoch expressed surprise nt the find- 


ing of the Jury, and declared that the 
Jurors did not takft time to consider 
Ihe evidence.

'guessed' awny by the jury, which did 
not give sufficient consideration to the 
testimony offered." 


Hoch denied positively that he had 


murdered a number of wives? as linn 
heen alleged, nnrt displayed bitterness 
In speaking of the matter.

penalty to life Imprisonment, and then 
commenced to whistle a lively air as 
he returned to his cell.

A LESSON IN BOOMING FROM AUSTRALIA. 


.The government of Australia is making a great effort to boom what Is 


known as tho northern territory of South Australia. It Is sending out a lot 
of literature showing the natural productions, the fertility of the soil and Its 
adaptability to the growth of cotton. Two things are needed to develop 
this territory—capital and labor.. 


A special report upon the cotton growing qualities 
of this 
territory 


claims that the land Is suitable, the only drawback being that Europeans 
cannot stand the hrat of the sun In the cultivation of cotton. Colored la- 
bor Is barred by law so that there Is little prospect of that territory becom-- 
ing a large cotton field under present conditions. 


The present population consists of 500 Europeans. 2,700 Asiatics 
and a 


.considerable number of aborigines. What the Australian colonies want Is 
cheap labor. 
Negroes or coolies from India would be well suited for the cot- 


ton fields, but no move has yet been made to Introduce them. 


An impression seems to prevail that if necroes from tho southern states of 


America could be Induced to go there they would make a fortune In the cot- 
ton fields. 
Indians arc imported to FIJI at J75 each under a flvc-ycar in- 


denture at the expiration of which they are free to go back to India If they so 
desire. 
The great Industry In* which tho Fljlans are engaged is tho pearl 


fisheries at which 22,000 coolies are employed. 


There IK sn 'agitation In Australia for some such arrangement for bring- 


ing In Indian laborers who are natural cotton growers. 
, 


There Is no doubt that If England sees an opportunity of raising cotton 


on n large scale In the northern territory'she will take steps to supply the 


. capital and the labor necessary. 
She Is searching her colonies at the pres- 


ent time for land that will produce cotton profitably but so far. she has had 
but little success. The recent high price of cotton has caused 
her to look 


eastward for cotton fields. 


Within the cotton belt of the world, the United Stales leads, there Is somo 


territory on tho east coast of Brazil and the west of Peru that grows cotton 
with success. 
. 


In Africa, France ha« a large area In west Africa, 
Germany n smaller 


area In coat Africa, while England Is experimenting with the crop In south 
'Africa, In British East Africa, In Nigeria, Sierra Leone nnd Gambia. In 
Asia, Persia and eastern China and to a much greater exlcnt India, produce 
cotton while. England Is experimenting with the crop In r.orth nnd west 


. Australia. The fact !»,- however, that with the exception of India, England 


has nt» real cotton field within her entire possessions. 


In this faraway boom of tho Australian terrilorlcs we have, a lesson In 


the. art of bringing things to the nltentlon of the world or of lotting tho 


• worli know of their advanURex. Tim Canadian provinces are sending out 


llttraturo'nnJ boom booklets with m&pit In the same way.

rendering the city liable to anyone in- 
jured by It.

Tho decision was handed down by 


tho full bench yesterday In the suit of 
Mary Haberhill against the 
city of 


Boston to recover damages for Injuries 
received Oct. 27, 1301. as a result of 
coming In contact with the projecting 
board of a voting booth on 7th street. 
South Hoston. 


Liability was denied by the de- 


fendant on the ground that the booth 
was an Instrument of law for the pur- 
pose of carrying* out a public election, 
anti had been placed In the street at 
that pofnt by a proper authority.
